Twice within the two-year span of the Truman Presidency 
the American nation hat come to the threshold of anarchy. 
The first time was when labor bosses, encouraged by the 
White House and goaded by inflation for which the White House 
also was responsible, loosed a wav# ol nation-wide strikes which 
the President divined to meet 
ag Ahey could have been met— 
on the basis of existing laws. 
Law enforcement broke down, on a nationwide basis. 
lf that isn't anarchy, what ta) 
lf anyone doubts that then-existing laws could have smashed 
the steel, motor and other unwarranted and ruthless tie-ups, 
which struck so heavily at American industrial recovery, then let 
him remember that John L Lewis' coal strike was broken by use 
of those same long-standing legal authorities. 
The second time that the nation has been brought face to 
face with anarchy is within the past few days. 
Two vetoes by President Truman, on matters of great 
urgency to the nation, laws Congrtps had studied carefully and 
at length, and which had been passed in that body by over­ 
whelming majorities, have smashed the possibility of lawful and 
orderly administration of the nation’s affairs under the govern­ 
mental framework laid down by tho Constitution. 
Government as intended by the Constitution is no longer 
possible in this country. It will be virtually impossible so long as 
President Truman remains is the White House, 
To be sure, the normal, averyday activities will continue-- 
the mail will be delivered, tim Federal payrolls will be met, and 
— oh, yes)— the tax collectoga will be right os the job, skimming 
off 25 to 30 per cent of what every American earns. 
But there is more to life than breathing: and there is more 
to government than such marking-time. 
Government such as ours call it a Republic or a Democracy 
as you wish— means the power of the American people to direct 
national policy. 
It means their right to have saw laws passed end enforced 
to meet new or changing conditions. 
It was that right which was twice blocked, within the week.

Last year a C ongress which was in the hands of the Presi­ 
dent s own political party passed the Case Bill to meet the situa­ 
tion which the President had described. He vetpcd ii! 
I hen the American public, at the November election, voted 
resoundingly that it had "had enough" and swept the Repub­ 
licans into command of both Houses of Congress. 
After six months of special studies, this new Congress passed 
the recent Labor Bill, strongly supported again by the President's 
own party members. Now it has been vetoed. 
In the broader field, this is an anarchistic denial to the A m er­ 
ican people and their representatives in Congress of the legis­ 
lative authority outlined in the Constitution. 
In the narrowed political field, it is an outrageous political 
sell-out by the White House to a little band of labor barons who, 
regardless of what they may think they are doing, are rapidly 
driving this nation over the cliffs of Communism. 
The national crisis is without paralltl in our history.
